This communication is responsive to amendment filed on March 08, 2005. 
Applicant amends claims 1, 6, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14. 



Double Patenting 

1 . A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d467, 114USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
mdln re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

2. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claim 1 
of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,771,81 1. This is a double patenting rejection. 

3. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claim 

2 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,771,81 1 . This is a double patenting rejection. 

4. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claim 

3 ofpriorU.S. Patent No. 6,771,811. This is a double patenting rejection. 

5. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claim 

1 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,683,996. This is a double patenting rejection. 

6. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claim 

2 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,683,996. This is a double patenting rejection. 
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7. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claim 

3 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,683,996. This is a double patenting rejection. 

8. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claim 

4 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,683,996. This is a double patenting rejection. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: Claims 1 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither prior art cited in its 
entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the said prior art 
which teaches an apparatus and method for up-interpolating a Bayer mosaic image from input 
space to output space, said Bayer mosaic image comprising a plurality of four-pixel blocks, each 
pixel in the blocks being one of three different colors with two of the four pixels in each block 
being a dominant color and the other two of the four pixels being non-dominant colors, 
comprising means for or steps of mapping of the pixels of the dominant color by multiplying 
each coordinate of the input space by scaling coordinates of the input space to a normalized 
coefficient kernel by multiplying said coordinates by 1 V2; mapping the pixels of the non- 
dominant color by multiplying each coordinate of the input space by 1/2; for each color, 
convolving the input space pixels with a coefficient kernel for each color.
